Leon Montes 


MDGE LEON MONTES, universally 
known Haitian philatelist, died on 
May 26, 1961, at the age of 79. 

Mr. Montes was born on February 17, 
1882. He took his degree in law from 
the Ecole de Droit of Port-au-Prince, and 
was appointed a judge in 1910. He re- 
signed from the bench in 1934, at which 
time he had for some years been judge 
at the Court of Cassation, the highest 
court in Haiti. 

Judge Montes had been a collector 

since childhood. He began a serious 
study of the stamps of Haiti around 1902, 
and became one of the most outstanding 
experts in the field. In 1954 his work, 
La Timbrologie Haitienne 1881-1954, 
was published. Besides the information 
he had gathered in a half-century of col- 
lecting, this work included a highly spe- 
cialized catalog. 
’ His collection of Haiti, probably unique 
in the world, won awards at CIPEX and 
FIPEX, among other exhibitions. He 
also had very fine collections of several 
countries that he never exhibited. Just 
to name a few: Belgium, France, Egypt, 
Saar, Uruguay, and a large airpost col- 
lection of the world. 

Judge Montes was a life member of 
the American Philatelic Society and a 
member of the American Air Mail So- 
ciety. 

He will be greatly missed by his nu- 
merous philatelic friends, and for this 
writer his passing is a deep personal 
loss, as we had been close friends for 
over twenty years. He is survived by 
two sons: Max and Jan.

Richard Engel, a prominent West Coast 
collector, for the now all-time high of 
$9,750.00. ; 

Mr. Engel conducted his bidding for 
this stamp over the telephone during the 
course of the auction, competing against 
floor bids of $8000, the opening bid, all 
the way up to $9500 which he topped by 
$250 over the wire to conclude the sale 
of the lot. 

High prices prevailed throughout the 
sale which offered exceptionally fine un- 
used United States singles and blocks, re- 
flecting the difficulty today of obtaining 
even relatively common stamps in “qual- 
ity” condition. 

Another new market value was posted 
when a horizontal block of eight with 
Imprint and Plate # of the 3c rose grilled 
all over imperforate of 1867 (#79a) 
realized $2700. 

Full catalog to double catalog was very 
much the rule from the beginning to the 
end of this two day sale—a range which 
leaves no doubt as to the established trend 
in quality stamps today.

by the Wiesbaden German- 

American Stamp Club on May 
7, 1961, was commemorated by a 
cacheted envelope depicting the U. S. 
10c Liberty Bell airmail and the 10 
pfg. Berlin Freedom Bell stamps. 
The cancellation stamp used by the 
Deutsche Bundespost was a steel- 
engraved circular type with the 
Freedom Bell design, as seen in the 
accompanying cover illustration. Cov- 
ers presented for cancellation by the 
APO received an official May 7, 1961 
A.P.O. 633 cancellation in addition 
to the U. S: Army and Air Force 
commemorative rubber handstamp 
type with the Freedom Bell design. 
The cancellations by APO 633 were 
made only at the Eagle Club on Phil- 
atelic Day. There were only 5000 
covers made. Two types of envelopes 
in white and grey-white were used by 
the printer. 


Pry ie Day, sponsored 


The covers were very much in 
demand by collectors and visitors on 
Philatelic Day. By 11 A.M. supplies 
were nearly exhausted, and 300 were 
withdrawn from sale to satisfy col- 
lectors and visitors who would be 
coming during the afternoon. When 
made available again the 300 covers 
were quickly sold out. 


There were 584 registered admis- 
sions to Philatelic Day, with each 
guest receiving two covers for his 
admission fee. Mail orders accounted 
for 1,050, and 100 covers went to 
German and American dignitaries 
and philatelic publications.

It was the first time that the 
Deutsche Bundespost had approved 
double franking and cancellations on 
souvenir covers. This was granted 
only the day before opening, and did 
not permit publicity on the mixed 
franking. Covers had to be present- 
ed at the Eagle Club and the 
Deutsche Bundespost, and APO 633 
sub-station for cancellation. Double- 
franked and double-cancelled covers 
could not be used for official mailing, 
but an unknown quantity were de- 
posited in the Deutsche Bundespost 
mail box and later accepted. It is 
believed that a relatively small num- 
ber of covers with the double frank- 
ing were actually sent through the 
mails, The bulk of covers were can- 
celled as souvenirs and returned to 
collectors over the post office coun- 
ters.

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individuals had foresight enough 

buy large quantities of covers, 
ew offers are being received. Amer- 
icana, German and Freedom and 
Friendship interests should create a 
further demand for this cover when 
it becomes more widely known. The 
special cancellations are a first-time 
event not having been previously 
approved by either postal authority. 
_ Many acknowledgements of the 
souvenir covers have been received 
from both German and American 
dignitaries and collectors.

Bruns states the souvenir cover will 
be added to the U. S. Post Office 
collection; General Norstad will add 
the cover to his collection and Mrs.

Others, too numerous to mention 
here, have been received and will be 
made into a special portfolio for the 
Club’s history.

located in midtown Manhattan, 

New York, has an enrollment 
of close to 200 youths, ranging in 
age from fourteen to seventeen. All 
of these students are former so- 
cially maladjusted boys who at one 
time or another had serious brushes 
with the law.

which obstructs the boy. Once this 
is done the usual educational pro- 
grams follow. Classroom work in- 
cludes the teaching of trades. 

Hobbies are an important part 
of extra-curriculum activity. Before 
the writer introduced stamps, most 
of this activity was confined to 
photography, athletics, and wood- 
work. Stamp collecting has now be- 
come one of their major educational 
hobbies. From whatever source it 
is possible to obtain stamps, albums 
and supplies, the writer has been 
gathering them for disbursement to 
the eager new converts to philately. 

Stamp sessions are held after 
school on Fridays of each week. A 
shoe box of stamps is spread on a 
table for the boys to take what each 
needs for his collection. 

From time to time quiz programs 
are conducted by the writer. Suc- 
cessful contestants are rewarded 
with packets of stamps. The ques- 
tions are prepared by the teaching 


staff, familiar with the boys’ abil 
to give the correct answers. All who 
attend get some stamps, and those 
boys who give correct answers in 
the quiz get stamps from the coun- 
try to which the question is related. 

This is a sample of some of the 
questions asked at a recent quiz: — 

What European country is known 
for its olives? ’ 

Answer: Italy. 

The world’s finest coffee comes 
from what South American country ? 

Answer: Brazil. / 

What country manufactures the 
most automobiles? 

Answer: The United States. 

English and French is spoken in 
a neighboring country .. . Name it. 

Answer: Canada. 

Quiz sessions are limited to forty- 
five minutes, the customary time for 
each class program. This is con- 
sidered more or less a class in geog- 
raphy. Usually around thirty prizes 
are awarded.

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The Exit of Ceylon’s Four-cent Postage 


(Editor’s Note: Mr. Jayasekera is 
the editor of ‘“Muddara Toraturu’, 
meaning “Stamp Review’’) 


S OF December 20, 1960, Cev- 
A lon’s four-cent postage was 

abolished; printed matter 
rates now are 10c for the first ounce, 
and 4c for each additional two 
ounces or portion thereof. 

The increase was among several 
new tax proposals introduced by 
the young Finance Minister of Cey- 
lon to bring in additional revenue 
for development programs. The four- 
cent stamp which now will disappear 
from use has been in existence for 
over a decade. It was used mostly 
by business men and postal institu- 
tions to mail handbills, advertising 
circulars, monthly accounts, receipts, 
etc. The rate was four-cents for 
every two ounces or part thereof 
The higher rate is expected to in- 
crease revenue by 2,500,000 rupees. 

The first four-cent postage stamp 
made its appearance shortly after 
Ceylon attained its independence. 
The first Finance Minister of Free 
Lanka, J. R. Jayawardhana, who 
served in the administration of the 
late Premier Rt. Hon. D. S. Senan-

ayake, increased the rate on printed 
matter by one cent over the former 
three-cent rate. From January 24, 
1949, such postal matter had to 
bear 4c postage, but as there were 
no stamps immediately available of 
that denomination, it was necessary 
to afix two stamps of the 2c value 
(KGVI rubber tapping, Seott’s 
Type A58). 

The first 4c postage stamp was 
issued on February 4, 1949, eleven 
days after the increase had gone 
into effect. This stamp commemo- 
rated the first anniversary of inde- 
pendence, and bore the National 
Flag as its design; above the flag was 
the inscription “Independence Com- 
memoration/4th February 1948” in 
two lines. 

Exactly one year later, on Feb- 
ruary 4, 1950, a two-color four- 
cent stamp in purple and scarlet was 
issued, with the Kandyan Dancer 
as its subject. The third four-cent 
stamp of independent Ceylon, issued 
on May 10, 1956, commemorated the 
2500th anniversary of Buddha Ja- 
yanthi, the colors being greenish 
yellow and deep blue. The first cen- 
tenary of Ceylon postage brought 
another four-cent commemorative 
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stamp on April 1, 1957. This was” 
one of a set of four, and was printed - 
in orange red and bluish green. On 
May 14, 1958, the four-cent Kandy-_ 


an Dancer stamp of 1950 was re- 
issued with inscriptions in Sinha- 
lese and a slight change in the scar- 
let color. 

Another four-cent stamp, which

was considered to be the most color-_ 


ful so far issued, came out on April 
7, 1960, in connection with the 
World Refugee Year. This was one 
value of a pair, the other value be- 
ing 25c, both of the same “uprooted 
tree” design, surmounted by the 
golden lion of Ceylon. 

The names of J. R. Jayaward- 
hana, the first Finance Minister, and 
Filiz Dias Bandaranayake, the pres- 
ent Finance Minister, will no doubt 
be remembered in philatelic annals 
as the originator and the repealer of 
the four-cent postage stamp.

Most Japamese affix stamps to en- 

velopes with a touch of rice paste, 
and all post offices are equipped with jars 
and brushes for patrons’ use. This ex- 
~ plains the tough time one has in soaking 
used stamps off piece, for rice paste is 
not soluble in water. It softens, swells 
up, and has to be scraped off. 

At that, many copies stick to drying 
paper even after three or four soakings 
and scrapings and one can work but 
slowly, often damaging material in the 
process. Rice paste also encourages mil- 
dew and fungus growth, which accounts 
for the brown spots seen on many copies 
so, if you live in a damp climate, you've 
got to be sure that every trace of rice 
paste has been removed. 


eye way of getting started philatelic- 

ally in Japan is to attend a meeting 
of your nearest stamp club. They’re found 
everywhere. Several friends have told 
me that there are at least twenty-five in 
Tokyo alone, and, seeing how popular 
stamps are, that’s probably an under- 
statement. 


Stamp window clerks are very stamp 
conscious and in Tokyo, Kyoto, Osaka, 
and Kobe, they've told me when and 
where the nearest club meets. You need 
have no hesitancy in dropping in, for 
Strangers are welcome, and upon payment 
of a small fee, have access to the re- 
freshment table like everyone else and 
become one of the “boys.” 


1 a Japanese Government Printing Bu- 

reau in Tokyo, a department of the 
Ministry of Finance, is one of the largest 
in the world and has long been famed for 
the beauty of its postage stamps and cur- 
rency notes, as well as the typographic 
excellence of its publications in both Ori- 
ental and Western languages. Its main 
office is located at 15 Ichigaya~-Honmura- 
cho, Shinju-ku, and it operates two service 
centers in Chiyoda-ku, Tokyo and in Hig- 
ashi-ku, Osaka. 

It has three paper mills at Odawara, 
i and Saidaiji and a research laboratory 
in Kita-ku, Tokyo. There are five print- 
ing plants, boasting the finest equipment 
of every kind, and strong on color presses. 
The three plants are the Takinogawa and 
Ichigaya works in Tokyo, one in Oda- 
wara, one in Shizuoka and one in Hikone. 

The Bureau was founded in 1871 for 
the purpose of producing security print- 
ing, and in 1875 began letterpress work 
as well. The various establishments have 
a combined area of 220 acres and floor 
space of sixty-five acres. There are today 
seventeen papermaking machines and 500 
presses capable of handling any and 
every type of printing. They have 7,600 
employees. 

The exquisite beauty of Japanese post- 
age stamps is well-known to all philate- 
lists, and Japanese stamps are among the 
most popular of all. ‘What a far cry 
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between them, with limited printings of 
commems running from six to ten mil- 
lion, and the “wallpaper” appearing by 
the bale from Iron Curtain lands! Not 
only does the stamp department produce 
national postage and revenue issues, it 
manufactures them for the Philippines, 
Thailand, Viet-nam, the Ryukyus, and 
the United Nations as well as under spe- 
cial contract. 

It is not easy to gain admission as a 
visitor and it can never be done in a 
hurry. But, if one lives in Japan and can 
go at a formally set date, generally quite 
some time in the future, it can be done. 

The Bureau is quite rightfully proud 
of its work and has available for free dis- 
tribution to visitors arriving at Tokyo’s 
International Airport a large six-page 
brochure describing its work, which is 
illustrated by color reproductions of four 
present issue currency notes, 100 to 10,- 
000 Yen, and twenty-one recent Japanese 
and foreign stamps, several being multi- 
colored. To prevent attempted use, the 
notes are shown smaller-sized than the 
originals while the stamps are larger. 
The brochure is itself a typographical 
gem of compelling excellence, and when- 
ever I land at the airport, I get a few 
for friends. 

So, if you’re coming over yourself or 
if you have a friend coming over, get 
some directly or have him do it for you. 
They’re just to the right of the snack bar.

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JAMAICA 


By E. F. AGUILAR 


largest of the British West In- 

dian Islands and certainly very 
much more mountainous and pictur- 
esque, than any of the others. The 
north coast of Jamaica offers some 
extremely beautiful beaches, while 
on the eastern end of Jamaica, there 
is the Blue Mountain range which 
rises to 7,050 ft. above sea level. 

Philatelically, Jamaica is one of 
the most popular Colonies in the 
wold today, one very good reason 
being that very nearly all fields of 
pre-stamps have been recorded in 
the handbook of the late ZL. C. C. 
Nicholson. The very early stamps 
used in Jamaica were those of 
Great Britain, and they are extreme- 
ly rare and much sought after. The 
numeral obliterators which were 
used at this period, can be found 
on all the early Jamaica stamps, 
and they were used up to early 
1900. 

Many of the leading American 
collectors go after these marks, and 
it is extremely difficult to form a 
complete collection, Only recently 
one of the most difficult letters of 
the obliterator series was found by 
Harvey O’Connor in a large bundle 
of post cards which he obtained at 
auction. The letter “C’ was found 
to be Laughlands. 

A complete list of all the obliter- 
ator numbers have been recorded in 
a small pamphlet published by the 
late Mr. Nicholson and which can 
be obtained in London; the earlier 
Handbook mentioned above is ex- 
tremely rare and difficult to find; it 
was published in 1928. 

The so-called “Pineapple” issue, 
which first appeared in 1860, re- 
ceived its name from the fact that

the watermark of the paper shows a 
sugarloaf pineapple, which is one of 
our best pineapples in the Colony. 
All of these stamps can be found 
with the watermark inverted; and 
the 1d and 4d values exist imper- 
forate. One of the best items in 
this pineapple set was the bisected 
1d, used as a 14d stamp. At that 
time there was no 14d. stamp on 
sale, so the bisecting of the 1d. was 
authorized. On full cover these are 
extremely good items. 

In the 1/- value it will be found 
that there appears a $ sign for the 
letter “S” and this is constant 
through all the 1/- values with the 
Queen Victoria head. This issue was 
replaced in 1870 by a similar series 
but with the watermark changed to 
Crown CC and with two additional 
values, the 2/- and 5/-. 

In 1883 this same series was re- 
placed with a different type of pa- 
per, namely, Crown CA. Stamps 
known as the Key Plate appeared 
in 1889, and these consist of just 
the 1d, 2d, and 214d values. The 
Provisional of 1890 was on sale for 
just a short period, and these have 
some very interesting varieties. The 
Landfall series of 1900 offers many 
shades, while the Arms issue of 
1903 and 1905 have the “SER.ET” 
errors (instead of SERVIET) in 
the 14d, 1d, 214d, and 5d, of the 
1903 but only the 14d and 5d of 
the 1905 issue. 

The redrawn arms of 1906 are 
quite easy to find. The 1905 re-issue 
of the Queen Victoria head for her 
Jubilee year appeared with the wa- 
termark of Multiple CA. The 1911 
issue with the Edward VII head 
in the 2d value was the only stamp 
to appear with the portrait of this

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monarch; in 1912 the series of 
George V came into use. These will 
be found in many shades and on 
different types of paper. 


The War issue, from 1916 on- 
wards, can form an extremely in- 
teresting specialized group, as it 
has numerous varieties and errors. 
The 1912/20 Pictorials, which were 
on Multiple Crown paper, were re- 
issued in 1921/29 on script paper. 
The Child Welfare stamps are 
among the most popular series, they 
were on sale for three months each 
year 1923/27. The head of George 
V, 1927/29 series, is also quite an 
easy set and the 1932 Pictorials— 
2d, 214d, and 6d—are certainly get- 
ting more difficult. 

In the modern issues, the George 
V Jubilees of 1935 and the 1937 
George VI Coronation are followed 
by the New Constitution, Victory 
and the Silver Wedding issues. 
Then, of course the Queen Eliza- 
beth issues, 


One of the most interesting forms 
of collecting today is the Temporary 
Rubber Date stamps of the post of- 
fices and the postmarks. In Jamaica 
each post office that is opened is 
issued one of the Temporary Rub- 
ber Date stamps. This date stamp 
is in operation until the steel stamp 
arrives from London, and one can 
find two, three, or sometimes four 
different rubber stamps used at a 
post office before it receives its steel 
die. A complete checklist of the 
early and modern types, can be 
found in the Philatelic Handbook 
of Jamaica; the revisions appear in 


the B.W.I. Philatelist. 


Jamaica also offers to the col- 
lector, a good selection of speci- 
mens in all issues, the CC being 
extremely rare. Color trials, die 
proofs, imperfs., and oddities oc- 
cur in very nearly all of the issues. 
What more could a collector ask?

IMPORTANT PUBLIC AUCTIONS 


What Philately Means to a 
Thirteen-Year-Old 


Glenn E. Vest, of New Albany, Indi- 
ana, sends us a copy of a talk his grand- 
son, Bill Vest (age 13) delivered in a 
Junior High School competition which 
he thought would interest our readers. 
We have selected the major portion of 
it, which follows: 


pee is a popular hobby 
because it meets the needs of 
different individuals. For Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, during the times of 
stress and strain, philately provided 
relaxation. In his study, working on 
his stamp collection, he could rest 
for a time from pressing world 
problems and physical disabilities. 
For others, philately, in addition to 
furnishing enjoyment, fills distinct 
educational and citizenship needs. 
To me, these are the best reasons 
for stamp collecting, for I cannot 
pursue this hobby without acquiring 
a greater knowledge of and interest 
in my national heritage. 

In reading about stamps, I came 
upon this statement. “The postage 
stamps of a nation are a picture 
gallery of its glories.” I believe 
this, for stamps depict in miniature 
the nation’s famous, its great events 
of history, its industries, its natural 
wonders. When I view the stamps 
in this picture gallery, I have vari- 
ous feelings. Stamps portraying the 
great men of my country fill me 
with patriotism, understanding, and 
gratitude. 


When I see a stamp picturing 
George Washington, I feel that I 
know one of the greatest men that 
ever lived, the man who founded 
our country and laid the foundations 
of political procedures that we have 
followed since he was first elected 
President of the United States in 
1789. 


When I see a stamp symbolizing 
Lincoln, a warmness comes in my 
heart for I realize that he was a 
man who, though born in a log 
cabin, grew up to be one of the 
world’s greatest men. 


I think of 


him as a man who visioned America 


as a country free from racial pre- 
judices. 

The stamp depicting John Foster 
Dulles is a source of inspiration, 
for it represents another of our 
great countrymen — a writer, a 
churchman, and a Secretary of 
State. The late John Foster Dulles 
can well be represented on a stamp, 
for Americans can never forget his 
role as a fighter against Commun- 
ism and against every enemy of 
freedom. 

Stamps showing historical events: 
the landing of Columbus, the first 
inauguration of Washington in 1789, 
and the driving of the Golden Spike 
which marked the finish of the first 
transcontinental railroad in the Uni- 
ted States; these teach me of the 
early progress of my country, and 
I am grateful. 

Stamps symbolizing the great in- 
dustries of steel, motion picture, 
and atomic energy give me a feel- 
ing of security, for these repre- 
sent the strength and _ scientific 
power of my country. Stamps pic- 
turing natural wonders: Niagara 
Falls, the Grand Canyon, and the 
Yellowstone National Park, fill me 
with appreciation of the beauty and 
grandeur of my country. 

Do you wish for something in- 
teresting and worthwhile to think 
about? Would you like to become a 
better citizen through the knowledge 
of your national heritage: its men, 
its historical events, its industries, 
its beauties? If so, why not try 
philately—an interesting and educa- 
tional hobby.

pp ERE are certain questions concerning 

U. S. precancels that are asked fairly 
frequently, and we shall take these sub- 
jects up from time to time, even if they 
have been covered before in this column. 
There are always new collectors coming 
along, so if to some of my long-time read- 
ers I seem to be repeating myself, you will 
understand. 

One thing which we cannot repeat too 
Often, it seems, is that we do not give 
valuations on precancels, so please do not 
send them umless specifically requested 
by us. In asking questions too, please be 

- Sure to enclose return postage for a reply, 
a courtesy which so many overlook. 

One of the frequently asked questions 
is how a “state control” precancel differs 
from a Bureau Print, and what exactly is 
a “state control” precancel. A “state con- 
trol” precancel is one precancelled locally 
on stamps overprinted “Kans.” or “Nebr.” 
In 1929 the theft of stamps from post 
offices had become such a problem that 
the Post Office Department had the Ic to 
10c denominations overprinted for post 
Offices in Kansas and Nebraska, in the 
belief that any post office robberies from 
these districts could be more easily traced. 

These stamps were issued to all but the 
largest post offices in Kansas and Nebraska 
very early in May 1929, but as they proved 
to have no practical purpose as a control, 
they were retired about a year later. The 
stamps were not supposed to be also pre- 
cancelled, but during the 1929 Christmas 
season certain post offices which needed 
precancels and had mo other stock on 
hand precancelled these Kans. and Nebr. 
overprinted stamps. 

The extent of such precamcellation can 
be judged by the fact that they were pre- 
cancelled by some fifty towns in Kansas 
and more than sixty-five in Nebraska. 
Nevertheless, today most of these pre- 
cancels are scarce, especially those from 
Kansas, and some denominations are even 
rare. 

Their similarity to Bureau Precancels 
lies in the fact that the “Kans.” and 
“Nebr.” overprints were made at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing at 
Washington, in the same manner in which 
Bureau Precancels are produced. That is 
to say, as the roll of stamps emerged from 
the rotary presses, the overprint was 
applied in one continuous operation before 
delivery to the post offices. The precan-

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cellation, when it occurred, was done 
locally for the various post offices, 

Thus, we have stamps with a Bureau 
overprint and a local precancellation. This 
also occurred with the Honolulu (Hawaii) 
precancels on the 2c and Sc stamps over- 
printed for the Hawaiian celebration and 
also at various post offices on the over- 
printed Molly Pitcher 2c commemorative.

Vatican Donates $460,000 
for Refugee Relief 


HE HOLY SEE has made a special 

donation of $460,000 to the Stamp 
Plan, organized jointly by the Office of 
the UN High Commissioner for Refugees 
and the UN Relief and Works Agency, 
according to information supplied by 
Jacques Minkus, President of the World 
Wide Philatelic Agency. 

The $460,000 donation constitutes the 
largest contribution made by any of the 
76 countries and territories participating 
in the Stamp Plan, launched on April 
7, 1960. It represents the total net pro- 
ceeds from the World Refugee Year 
commemorative stamps issued by the 
Vatican. 

Mr. Minkus, as head of the World 
Wide Philatelic Agency, was appointed 
to handle distribution of the W.R.Y. 
stamps, and through his efforts they were 
widely publicized in window displays 
end other advertising efforts. Minkus 
Publications have published a_ special 
W.R.Y. stamp album to house these 
historic stamps, and these are available 
at department stores from coast to coast 
whose mames appear regularly in the 
Minkus advertising in STAMPS.
